While there Dr. Britton inter 
| viewed Madame Ngo Dinh Nhu, 
| Wife of President Diem’'s broth- 
er. The interview took place in 
the Gia Long Palaee in Saigon 
about a year ago and a tape 
recording of it was televised over 
| Channel 6 last Tuesday evening. 


Upon arrival in the country in 
1959, the Britton family found 
themselves in a faiely stable 
| country. In about six months, 
however, the tide had turned and 
the U.S. government restricted 
the family’s travel to the city of 
Saigon. 


Regarding. the present situa- 
| tion in Viet Nam, Dr. Britton re- 
flects that a number of the peo- 
ple there would like to see a 
change in the zovernment, but 
| there is alco a good deal of 
thinking that the only way to 
win is with the Diem govern 
ment,
